Tux necessity of refunding the pational debt |
in some mode that will reduce the rate of
interest and thus diminish its sunual burden
to the people, is now generally scknowledged,
and the recont discussions of this subject in
the United States Senate indicate that deoi-
sive notion will be taken at no distant peried. |
The prevailing differences affect rather the |
dotails than the principle involved in such a
measure, and the leading points in ‘dispute
are exomplified by the provisionsof the bill
reportad by the Finanos Committee, through |
Henator Bhorman, on the one hand, and the ‘,
substitute proposed by Henator Bumner on
the other. Both propositions aim at substan- |
tially the same end, and in some agotions thay |
are almost identical. But as onr readers may
be interested in the divergences of opinion,
wo will give a brief abatract of the most im- |
portant. _

The first section of Mr. Bumuer's bill pro-
poses that a ten-forty losn of $3500,000,000,
boaring interest at the rate of five per cent.,
shall be contracted, with the nnderstanding |
that only specie, or the five-twenty bonds of
1862 at par, shall be reccived in exchange for |
the new bonds. The first section of Mr.
HSherman's bill proposes that a ten twenty five
per ocent, loan of $400,000,000 shall be con-
tracted, with the understanding that any of
the five-twenty bonds may be received in
exchange, at par, for the new bonds whioh
would represent the new loan. Mr. Sherman
alleges that nearly all the five-twenties of
1862 are held abroad exclusively, and he does
not see (nor do we) why such special pains
should be taken to advance the interests of
foreign bondholders by giving them the mo-
nopoly of the best new loan the Government
proposes to issne. Mr. Sumner's reason for
his preference is that, ns the orvedit of the
five-twenties of 1862 has been most severely
attacked, it should receive the best pro-
tection, but this reason is mnot sufficient to
justify the disorimination in favor of foreign
interests which he proposes to make.

The sscond and third sections of the re-
spective bills differ mainly in the fact that
Sumner's bills authorize aloan of §500,000,000
onch, while Sherman’s bill authorizes two
loans of $400,000,000, and that the proposed
time of repayment is fixed at a more distant
period by the Senator from Massachusetts
than by the Benator from Ohio. Mr. Sher-
man also proposes that agemts may be ap
pointed abroad as well as at home to nego-
tiate the new loans, and that coupons may be
made payable in Europe (while Mr. Sumner
does not favor this policy), and Mr. Sherman
proposes to ensure the earnest co-operation of
the national banks in disposing of the new
bonds, while Mr, Sumner would leave them
comparatively indifferent to the fate of the
new bill.

In brief, these differences may be summed
up in the general statement that Mr. Sher-
man's project combines » far better prospeot
of practical success than the measure pro-
posed by Mr. Bumper. It aims at borrowing
a smaller amount of money, adopts better
menns to push the new loan, and make it
popular at home and abroad, asks a shorter
time for repayment, and makes better provi.
gions for the inevitable day of redemption.
And sa the prime requisite of anch a measure
is suocess, it will be infinitely better to pass a
law well calonlated to attain the desired end
than to cripple the nation with a “How not

to do it" scheme.

OUR NAVAL STRENGTH.
Secnerany Roseson and Viee-Admiaal Porter
have both endeavored to depreciate the
character of onr navy, and to represent that
wo are in such a position with regard to this
branch of our military establishment as to
be utterly unable to eope, on anything like
oqual terma, with any of the leading powers
of Furope. After having been but a few
months in office, Becretary Robeson made a
report which was as damaging in ita state-
menta as the worat ensmies of the country
could desire, and the purport of the whole
document seemed to be to show how very bad
indeod the affairs of the nayy were when
Mr. Welles went out of office, and hew
miuch the present administration had
dons to bring about an improvement. Mr.
Waellos wrote a letter full of facls and figures,
that in many partionlars appeared (o be an
unanswerable answer to the statoments of his
sucoessor, To this Secretary Robeson has
not made any reply, sud the only conclusion
the public oan arrive at is that he has mo
reply to make, and that Grandfather Welles
knows more abont our naval pffairs than he
has ever had credit for. The weport of the
Becrotary, however, has been quoted in
Furope, and the English pepers in partionlar
have been exceedingly jubilant over ik, T
complete the trinmoph of our British riyaly

The publio will remember in this' connes.
tion that only & vory fow yoars ago the Miau.
tonomah visited FHuarope and exoited (he
utmost sdmiration, Neither Fogland nor
France had a vessel that oould compare with
hor, and she was representod at that time as
n fair specimen of our monitor fleet. We
have now our monitors and our best woo len
veusels, as we had then, unless they have
been allowed to rust and rot until they are
worthleas; and if thia is the oass, an effort
should be made to find out who in responsi-
ble. At the close of the war our navy was
not considered entirely worthless, either in
this country or in Furope, and if England or
Franceée surpass us in number or
strength of wvessels, it is because they
have made great offorta to build new
ships with all the modern improvements
since we ceased building any. It ia perfect
folly to suppose that we must exert ourselves
to maintain at all times a naval foroe equal
to that of England or other Europsan powers,
and that as fast as new iron.clads are turned
ont in Burope we must put them afloat here.
If our present force is properly managed it
is amply sufficient for any sndden emergency,
and it is in the worst possible taste, to say
the least of it, for the head of the Navy De-
partment and the admirals of the navy to
sproad abroad the idea that wo are perfectly
defenseless,

THE NEW RAILROAD FROM PHILA-

DELPHIA TO NEW YORK.
A vanor mass meoting was held in Trenton
last evening in favor of the railroad projeot
of establishing a npw through line between
Philadelphia and New York, to which we re-
ferred in yesterday's issue. The scheme was
earnestly advocated by a number of speakers,
who were cheered by a large and enthusiastio
audience, so that there really appears to be
something in it. Its friends announce that
they are compelled to combat the opposition
of the established railway companies of the
State, but they at the same time hope to
achieve a victory. They contend that the
monopoly of railway priviloges which was
granted years ago ceased Lo exist on the first
of January, 1869; and now, sinpe it is no
longer maintained by law, they demand that
it shall not be perpeinated through a control-
ling influence over the Legislature, They
claim that three-fourths of the pedple of New
Jersey desire a competing road: through the
Stata from and to the eities of New York and
Philadelphja, and one of the speakers sounded
the key-note of ghe meeling in the following
declaration: —

“Evory Jerseyman (8 interested in déelaring to the
waorld that he 18 no longer nnder the xruyof tha
Camden and Amboy Rallroad « ompady. The time
had been when Jerseymen travelliig In the West
had been asked on every hand:--‘ah, you are from
the State of Camden and Amboy. Yoo are from the
Siate that taxes everybody that or yoar country,
are you?' Let us declare new to all the world that
they can cross onr territory ad thoy please, and we
shall fell prouder of our pative State,’

It appears by the proceedings pf the New
Jersey Logislature yesterday, however, that a
flank movement in the interest of the ocon-
golidated compnanies has just bepn made. A
bill was introduced to give them power to
build a local road, with conneotions, to New
York, over the ground of the proposed air-
line route, which, the reporter ?tively BAYS,
would ‘‘render further roads unneoessary.”
The issue of the struggle is therpfore doubt-
ful, but for the present the consplidated com-
panies appear to possoss superior strength in
the Legislature, and it will refjuire a very

proposed through line at this session.

SEWARD SNUBBED.
Me. Sewaep, after having made's tour of the
entire continent, and feasted in innumerable
banquet halls, including those of Montezuwa,
bas met with a snub of the most decided
charncter in his own heloved New York, The
Common (Council proposed to give him a
public welcome and a dinner, id Mr. Seward
promptly accepted in appropriate terms,
There] are those, however, in New York who
remember that Mr, Seward was once a leader
in the Republican party; that he was an ear-
nest advocate for the abolition of slavery; and
that his “little bell” played a not altogether
animportant part in awing the home traitors
during the contest for the preserva-
tion of the Union. Pressuré was, there-
fore, brought to bear upon A. Oakey Hall,
the Democratic Mayor of New York, who re.

Beoretary of State and his wpuld-be enter.
tainers, But Mr. Beward was egual to the
emergency, and he, on reflection, declines
the dinner, and any other demonstration that
will be attended with expense, in diplomatic
language that proves that his pen has lost
pone of its ounning, and he begs that on some
day which may be agreeable ta the Common
Counasil he may be permitted to oall at the
City Hall and pay his respecta to them.

MR, ELLIOTTS AUDITORS BILL.
It will intorest the publio to know that the
excellent bill of Mr. Elliott, allowing the
parlies intereated in an ostate Lo agres upon

an auditor, to which there could be and was
no honest objection, and which passed the
House by a decisive vole, and bade fair to
remedy the gross evils of the existing syntom,
has been defeated in the Senate on motion of |
Henator Connell, This bill had the approval

of the purest and mosl eminent mambers of
the bar, and was satisfactory to everyboly
except the little cligne whioh ocontrols the
bulk of the court patronage. Itis wall to
know where the responsibility for its defeat
lies, If Senator Connell, who has done many
useful and good things, is to beocome the
champion of the corrupt system sought to be
reformed, lot the people know it, Thare has
been double-dealing somewhere on this point.

Why has not Senantor Henszey baen heard
from? A few weeks ago he was the zealous
advocate of reform in this matter, and pro-
posed a bill so stringent as to be impraocti-
cable. Now he lets a practical remedy be de-
feated without, as far a5 appears, so much as
a word in its bebhalf. Thisis no buncombe
matter, and must not be allowed to
sleep. 'The responsibility for this wrong
must be fixed where it belongs. We say it
is an ontrage if the only parties interested in
an estate, those whose property is the subjeoct
of distribution, cannot be allowed to mnameé a
disinterested and capable person to pass upon
matters in dispute, and that no one can es-
cape from the millstone of the nixa. Itis
but fair to say that the judges are not all
alike in thix respect, and thut until cowmpara-
tively lutely several of them would listen
counrteonsly and accede to a nominstion by
parties, This gave the public a safely-valve
to some extent. Now, however, the court
bave a rule proliibiting even the handing up
of a suggestion, unless impossible conditions
ere first complied with, and wnless # showld
happen that the pariica are willing to nominate
oneof the nephews, or near naighbors, or par-
ticwdar pets of the judge, when these formalities
are dispensed with, Now the thing should be
stopped, Mr, Elliott's bill provides for a fair,
open, and hovorable nomination in writing by
the parties, which shall be tiled in the Olerk's
or Prothonotary's oflice ot least ten days be-
fore the appoiutment, and to whioh nomina-
tion exceptions muy bo filed if thonght proper,
This secures fuir play. It is the interest of
the parties to nominate a cowpetent man.
Many of the present appointees are grossly
incompetent. The result of a mensure of
this kind would be that men of ¢harsoter and
prafessional ecspacity would be chosen who
would soon render the complaints of extor-
tionate fees a thing of the past.

We do not feel called upon to sweepingly
denonnce the whole suditing system, and
wore il abolished other evils would resulé as
great perbaps as those now existing. Properly
administered by good men, it has many and
most valusble uses, ‘T'here ars many gentle-
men of the bar of sound legal attainments
and unblemished reputation who have fillad
the office of auditor with honor to themselves
und advantage to all parties congerned. Sach
men bave decided intricate gunaestions of law
and disputed matters of fact with such
acknowledged ability and fairnéss that their
decisions have often been accgpted as final
by the parties in interest, Oar eriticisms
have no reference to such gentlémen us these.
They dre the grains of wheat in the bushel of
chaff. 'We do refer to the not inconsiderahle
number who cannot write their own reports,
or who write them in suoh a way that they are
wnintelligible and wacleas,  Onr protest is
against the abuses, and these seom to be in-
separable from the existing arbitrary power of
appointment, If the judges were wise they
would gladly get rid of it. If the people are
wiso it will be curtailed. Nothing will so
surely swamp the jndiolary as unlimited
patronnge. They have far too much for their
own or for the pubklic good.

Mr. Elliott’s bill does not appear to have
been deliberalely considered in the SBenate,
A soap judgwent was taken against it. It
will, in the opinion of those best qualified to
jndge, inaugurate & wholesome reform.
There are intelligent and able men in the
Senate, some of whom are ibtelligent law-
yere, who should see that tho wishes of this
community—not of the ring—shall be re-
spected. If the Senators from Philadelphia
prove recreant, we ask that the Senate of the
Commonwealth, to which we have a right to
appeal, shall protoct us from s further con.
tinuance of the abuses to which we are sub-
jeoted. We call on such men as Senators
Billingfelt, Stinson, Wallace, Lowry, and
others Lo see that this bill is reconsidered and
that justice is done.
